The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to show or fairly teach a helium recondensation device with a refiner connected to 
the vapor line out of the tank with a discharge circuit connected between the tank and 
the refiner. Kuwamoto (5,853,459) shows a discharge circuit 12 between a source and 
a purifier. This is seen as non-analogous art as there is no reason to use a pump to 
pump exhaust from the engine and nothing is returned to the source.
